There are more Stories of the Franciſcans,then 
ofany other Order,8 they were eucrmore played 
vpon, becauſe they pretended more holines,and 
ſanCtitieot life. They builded their Houſes and 
Cels very neere the Nunneries ; infomuch that 
| many merrily ſaid , Heere were the Barnes, and 
there were the Threſhers. 

It is reported, that when Hewry the ſecond was 
King of France,and wanted a great ſumme of mo- 
ncy, accrraine Lord wiſht him to ſell the Friers 
beds ;z and when the King demanded, where they 
then ſhould lye ; he preſently replyde, With the 
N:tnne*, Bur, quoth the King , there are more 
Monkes a great deale then Nunnes.

Whereupon the 
Maid went to the Friers, to tell what had chan- 
, ced; who came downe merrily with all the other 
ceremonies of the cure, and ſo put his breeches

A Pricſt of Orleans jealous of a Whore which 
he kept, and loth to bee further tormented, car- |

cut her.throart. 

The Duke of Brabazt, and Earle of Gelderlayd, 
raiſed warre for the Duke-dome of Zimbourg, in| 
which the Biſhop of Callex as afliſtant to the 
Earle, was taken priſoner, and kept ſeuen yeere, | 
till all conditions were accompliſhed. Thus was 
he in the cuſtody of the Earle of Honnt in Het.

Atlaſt hee is 
ſet at liberty , and all vnkindneſſe ſeemed to bee

to accompany him to Taits, a towne ſtanding 
ouer againſt Ca/lex, which he did, _—_ Ng NO 
harme: but the Biſhop had liued in Ambuſcado 
for him, and nor onely impriſoned him, bur eue- 
ry hot day vſed himin this maner : heſtript him 
naked , and moſt cruelly put him into an iron 
Cage, all nointed ouer with honey, and fo ict. 
him in the Sunne, where Flyes, Hornets, Wasps , 
and Bees, tormented the poore Earle to death. 

Two Canons of Cle vpon diſpleaſure againſt 
Herman Grin, and yet diſlembling their malice, 
inuited him to dinner, and in ſtead! of friendly 
fare, thruſt him into a roome, where was kept a 
hungry Lyon : butthe valiant man winding his 
Cloake abour his arme, drew his Rapier, & kill'd 
the Beaſt, and ſo ſcaped the reuenge of theſc | 
wicked prieſts. 
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Henry, Archbiſhop of Cullen, moſt cruelly and 
barbarouſly brake the armes and legges of Earle 
Frederick ; and when hee had done, caſt the car- 
kaſſe to the Crowes.

Tower for euer after, whither the Rats framme 
after him ; but i lay not in the ſtrength or policy 
of man todeliuer him : Forthere they deuoured 
tum aliue,

10. Concerning their Fooleries, & Abſurdities, 
I know not werhe to begin, nor once beginning, 
how to make anend : For there are ſo many re- 
markable things of this kinde, that I ſtand ama- 
zed ar the blindnefle of former times, thar could 
not diſconer ſuch fopperies and abuſes; and won- 
derat their ſuperſtitious ignorance, which would

A Franciſcan, putting on a ſhort garment, and 
leauing off his breeches of purpoſe, vied ſuch em-

Chriſt on agood Friday, that they fella weep- | 


ing : but ſuch as were bchinde, ſecing his naked 
butrocks;as he bowed himſclte, fell alſo a laugh- 


| ing, he proued ſo' ridiculous in the action. 


Robert Liciencis, another Franciſcan, could 
cauſe cither ſorrow, or laughter, by the enforce- 
ment of his words, and manner of his geſture : 


| yea he had atricke to winne wagers with his pot- 


companions of cithers enforcement, T 
A Frier hauing a Sweet-hart, who loued him 
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extraordinarily, but could not endure his habir, 
he took occaſion one day to preach ofthe warres 
| againſt the Turk : and comming to the point of 
chooſing a Generall, or Captaine, heethrew off 
the gowne,and preached in rhe habit of a Soul- 
dier, which became himſo well, that his Sweer-| 
hcart ſeeing him, was much delighted with his 
preſence. And when for this and other foo- 
[cries hee was ſent for before the Cardinals, hee 
anſwered them very merrily and reuerently,thar 
he did it to pleaſe his Louc, not in any contempt 
of his Order, or the Catholike Religion.

The Franciſtans of Enreux counterfetted a 
Ghoſt, ora Spirit, to procure money; anda yong 
Franciſcan Nouice, called Hareconrt, at Orleans, 
counterfetred the ghoſt of the Prouoſt Marſhals 
Wife, becauſe he gaue bur fixe crownes to the 
Franciſcans. 

AtTriers in Germany, in the Abbey of Saint 
$1mon, Saint Joſephs pantophles haue beene in re- 
queſta long time: andin Ax they ſhewed his 
Breeches, withthe Virgin Aaries Smocke:nay, 
there 1s not ſo muchas the tayle of the Aſſe, on 
which our Sauiour rode, bur it is at Genoa ac- 
counted for a Relicke: and inthe Countrey of | 
Lorainethe holy Hay found in the Cratch, where 
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our Sautour was hid, is very famous. 
Ar the Blacke-Friers in ©r/es, at Vieand in 
Langnedock,and at Florence,the ſtones are ſhewed 
that kill'd Saint Szewer : with the arrowes where- 


with Saint Sebaſtzan was wounded. 
When Nzcodemus tooke our Sauiour downe 


from the Crofle, he gathered ſome of his bloud, 


and pur it in one of the fingers of his Gfoue , by 
which he wrought many miracles , & for which 
he was perſecuted by the Iewes : fo that hee was 
elzdrobcerid of it , and tooke a piece of Parch- 


ment, writing therein all his miracles, and what 


the bloud was, rowling it together, and incloſing 
it inthe beake ofa Bird, and fo tying it hard,caſt 
it into the Sea : but after 1200. yeeres, the wauecs

| Gregory 7. firſt diffolucd by force Prieſts mar-

| the crownes of Emperours : Yet Beroteſtifteth, 
| he wisa Necromanticke,a Murtherer,Empoyſo- 
| ner, Sacrilegious, and impious perſon : yea, the 
| Synode of Brixima condemned him for diuers 
'abominable crimes. 

' Paſchalthe ſecond is called an Incendiary, or 
; firebrand of ſedition and trouble , ſetting the 


ſonneagainſt the Father, and the Subiccs to op- | 


poſe their Princes. Thus hauing preuailed againſt 
the Emperour, hee denyed his body buriall, and 
 cauſcd the carkaſle of Pope Clement to be burned 
inatriumphant deſpight. 

' OQAlexander the 3,betrayed the Emperour Fre- 
 derick Barbarofsa to the Soldan, and periwaded 
| himto deſtroy him, having yet moſt proudly 
trod vpon his neck, with abuling a place of Scrip- 
ture: Super aſpidem, &Cc. 

| Innocent ;, firſt eſtabliſhed auricular confeſſion 
and tranſubſtantiation, raiſed tumultuous warres 
in France, cauſed the bones of Almericirs to bee 
burned for preaching againſt Images, and ſhewed 
 himſclfe a bloudy deuourer of Chriſts flock, and 
zealous Chriſtians. 

' Honorizs the 3. authorized the worſhip of the 


Maſſe-cake, forbade the marriage of Pricſts, and 


' maintained the filthineſſe of Monkes and Friers: 
| his malice ſo extended againſt the Scots that had 


| ſlaine Adam Biſhop of Catnes , that hee cauſed 
| foure 
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foure hundred to bee hang'd , and pelded their 
children,to cxtinguiſhrheir race for cucr, 
Boniface the 8. Clement 5. lohn 22. made vp the 
body of the Canon law ; you know , what that 
mcancs. Of the firſt, it is written, he entred fike a 
Fox ; raigned, like a Lyon ; dyed, like a Dogge. 
Of the ſecond, hee was infamous, infolent, anda 
Lecher. Ofthe third, Petrarch writeth a whole 
Sonnet, &C. 
lohan the 23. denied the Immortalitie of the 
Soule,and was conuinced of Inceſt, Sodomitry, 
and Arheiſme. And Exgenins the 4. was condem- 
ned foran Hereticke, driuen out of the City as a 
publike enemy by the Romaxes, and cauſed Za. 
diſlaus to periurc himſeclte with the Turke,wherc- 


| by ſo many Chriſtians were ſlaine at Yarna. 


Paul the 3. Iulius the 3. and Pirrs the 4. the 
wicked Authors of the Decrces, and Anathema- 
tiſmes of the Conuenticle of Trewt , were ſuch 
infamous and impious men, that the firſt was a 
Parricide, Lecher, Negromancer, and Empoyſo- 
ner. The ſecond an Epicure,and filthy Sodomite: 
for Innocentins de monte, a Boy he vied, was made 


| Cardinall by him. The third died betweene two | 


Concubines, and was odious to the Romanes for 
his Vices. | :

enriched himſclfe by Bribery, Simony,Sacrilege, 
and other exactions,that hee offered 120000. . 
kars for the Popedome : bur this kinde of life and 
eXPences is ſo cuſtomary in Rome, that I need in- 
fiſt on no further particulars,eſpecially,the main- 
taining of Currezans, which name had originall 
from the courtlineſſe and mateſtie of the Cardi- 
nals; ſothat you ſhall read,that inthe time of Pay/ 
the 5.which was chen cſtecm'datime of reſtraint, 
there were but 45000. notorious Curtezans in 
Rome. But what nced I goe fo farre as RomeÞ for 
wealthy Prelates, when wec had in England in 


the time of Henry the 5. a Biſhop of Wincheſter, 


who lent the King 20000. pound Sterling to SOC 
into Fraxce: In the tine of Rich. the 1. a Biſhop 
of Durham able to-buy an Earledome, In the 
time of Henry 6. Cardinall Beuford, worth abotie 
200000. Sterling. In thetime of ; Hexry the _ 
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Cardinall Wolſey , exceeding all the Prelates of 
Enrope for wealth and magnificence. And inthe 
time of Queene Hazy, a Cardinall Poole, one of 


the ſumptuous ſubiects of the world. ! 


The Concluſion. 


Nw ye Lords, that entertaine theſe Pricſts 
with familiar imbraces, and admit them to 
your Tables and Clofers, as if you would rely

ons,and gew-gaw ſuperſtition, ro pleaſe the na- 
turall man with paſtime , and trumperies ; ſecing 
theſe thingsare ſo, which I have recited, being 
notthe tenth ofthat which I could enlarge: May 
Inot well ſay to you, as S. Paxl ſaid to the Ga- 
latians , O ye Fooles,who hath bewitched you? 
What a Pope doe you adore © The Man of finne, 
the ſonne of perdition, the Whore of Baby/on,the 
Beaſt with ſeuen hcads,and ten Horns, &c: Whar 
Prieſts and Prelates doe yee enicrtaine, that will 
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to the durty puddles of filthinceſſe, where yet you 
muſt be at great expences, to purchaſe monſtrous 
detormitic 2 

W hat doctrine doe you make much of, of datk- 
nefſe and pollution , which cannot endure the 
ſunny ſplendour of the Word of God; fo that 
without controuerſie, if the blind lead the blind, 
both fall into the Ditch, and in the end you ſhall 
bee ſo beſmearcd with the deuices of wicked 
Traditions, that neither Cu/anazs, nor a thouſand 
Riuers of Oyle ſhall make youcleanc ? 

Returne therefore betimes , I beſeech you, to 
Wiſedomes Feaſt , to the balme of Gz/ead: to 
bring in the Arke, and to re-edifie 1ernuſalem.
